WASHINGTON One Metro transit train 
smashed into the rear of another at the 
height of the capital city’s Monday eve- 
ning rush hour, killing at least six people 
and injuring scores of others as cars of the 
trailing train jackknifed violently into the 
air and fell atop the first. 

Cars of both trains were ripped open and 
smashed together, and District of Columbia 
fire spokesman Alan Etter said crews had to 
cut some people out of what he described 
as a “mass casualty event.” Rescue workers 
propped steel ladders up to the upper train 
cars to help survivors escape. 


ON THE SCENE 

Passenger Jodie Wickett, a nurse, told 
CNN she was seated on one train, sending 
text messages on her phone, when 
she felt the impact. She said she sent a 
message to someone that it felt like the 
train had hit a bump. 


DC. Mayor Adrian Fenty said six were 
dead. Fire Chief Dennis Rubin said rescue 
workers treated 76 people at the scene and 
sent some of them to local hospitals, six 
with critical injuries. A Metro official said 
the dead included the female operator of 
the trailing train. Her name was not imme- 


diately released. 

The crash took place around 5 p.m. EDT 
on the system’s red line, Metro’s busiest, at 
a site near the Maryland border in north- 
east Washington. 

Metro chief John Catoe said the first 
train was stopped on the tracks, waiting for 
another to clear the station ahead, when the 
trailing train plowed into it from behind. 

Officials had no explanation for the acci- 
dent. 

The National Transportation Safety 
Board took charge of the investigation and 
sent a team to the site of the worst accident 
in the Metro system’s 33-year history

Priority seating for 
pregnant women? 


Mercedes Leonard of Lincoln Square 
is taking a stand on having to stand on 
the CTA. 

Leonard, 31, wrote to “Going Public” 
to complain about riders who won’t give 
up their seats for expectant mothers 
like herself 

“In six months, the only people who 
have offered me seats on the train have 
been women,” Leonard wrote. “When 
a woman’s large-as-life pregnant belly 
is practically knocking your head off 
as you sit and leisurely read your maga- 
zine, that means it’s time to get off your 
{butt} and offer her a seat.” 

Leonard is not alone. “Going Public” 
received another e-mail this month 
from a pregnant CTA rider who won- 
dered if it’s appropriate to kick riders 
who don’t belong in priority seating out 
of their seats because she’s tired of get- 
ting “tossed around on the T.’ ” 

On the CTA, priority seating is desig- 
nated for seniors and people with disabilities. Unless there are major 
complications, pregnancy isn’t typically considered a disability under 
the federal Americans with Disabilities Act, which seeks to ensure

equal opportunities for people with disabilities in employment, trans- 
portation and other areas. A separate Pregnancy Discrimination Act 
protects pregnant women from workplace discrimination. 

When contacted by RedEye, disability rights advocate Barry Taylor 
said it “wouldn’t be out of the question” to extend priority seating to 


pregnant women. 

“The rationale behind giving a seat to the elderly would transfer over 
to pregnant women,” said Taylor, legal advocacy director for Equip 
for Equality, a watchdog for disabled-care facilities in Illinois. “People 
should be willing to give up their seat for people who need it.” 

Pia lannone, who is due to give birth in August, said other riders 
typically give up their seats for her 50 percent of the time, but some 
passengers have been more than helphil when she experienced a com- 
plication with her pregnancy 

lannone of Lincoln Square said she was riding the Blue Line in April 
when she started to feel sick. She said she was “going in and out of con- 
sciousness” while one passenger checked her pulse and another con- 
tacted her husband. lannone, 30, said she ended up spending the day in 
the hospital, and she’s grateful to the other riders who assisted her. 

Overall, she said riders have been “pretty nice” about accommodat- 
ing her pregnancy, but “it depends on your luck.”

Fugitive 

financier 

captured

A fugitive financier who helped launch a Chicago 
sports Web site and was charged in what pros- 
ecutors describe as an $ii million Ponzi scheme 
was captured Monday in central Illinois, police 
said. 

David Hernandez, 48, of Downers Grove was 
found in a hotel guest room in Normal and taken 
to a hospital there “where 
he is receiving treatment 
for what appear to be 
self-inflicted injuries,” 

Normal Police said in a 
statement. 

Officers were called to 
the hotel at about 10:50 
a.m. “to check the wel- 
fare of a patron,” police 
said. 

Hernandez was being held in Normal on a fed- 
eral mail fraud warrant until he can be transferred 
to federal custody, police said. 

Hernandez was a key figure in launching 
“Chicago Sports Webio,” an Internet radio 
site that presents sports figures and reporters 
and which featured sports commentator Mike 
North. 

Federal prosecutors charged Hernandez last 
week with using several companies to operate a 
Ponzi scheme in which investors contacted over 
the Internet were misled about the investments 
he was selling. Assistant U.S. Atty Brian Hayes, 
who is prosecuting the case, said he is not aware 
of Hernandez retaining an attorney 

Ponzi scheme operators promise big returns 
but actually pay investors not out of money the 
venture has made but with money from other 
investors. 

The U.S. Securities and Exchange Commission 
also has filed a civil lawsuit in the case, accusing 
Hernandez of promising investors in Next Step 
Financial returns of 10 percent to 16 percent. 

The complaint said that beginning in February 
2008, Hernandez solicited funds from at least 100 
investors in at least 12 states through Next Step 
Financial Services. 

It said he misrepresented the company as a suc- 
cessful business that invested in payday loan stores 
when in fact it was out of business. It also said he 
lied to investors when he said their investments 
were insured.

37 months in prison 

Blagojevich fundraiser apologizes to court at sentencing hearing

Christopher Kelly, a former adviser and 
chief fundraiser for former Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich, was sentenced to 37 months in 
prison Monday on federal tax fraud charges 
for concealing his use of corporate funds to 
cover gambling debts. 

Kelly had faced up to 4 years in prison. 
He pleaded guilty to the charges in January, 
admitting he underreported his roofing 
company’s profits by nearly $500,000 from 
2001 through 2005. 

Prosecutors said Kelly placed millions of 
dollars of wagers with Las Vegas casinos and 
had his business cover some of his losses. 

The charges stemmed from the pay- 
to-play investigation of the Blagojevich 
administration, but Kelly wasn’t accused of 
wrongdoing in connection with his public 
duties. 


U.S. District Judge Elaine Bucklo handed 
down the sentence after saying Kelly’s con- 
duct was serious and went on for years. 

Earlier, Kelly apologized to the court. 

“I’m deeply sorry to the court and my 
family and the people that I’ve embarrassed 
by my actions,” Kelly said in a low voice. 
“I’m not proud of them, I know they were 
wrong.” 

Assistant U.S. Atty Reid Schar said Kelly 
hatched his scheme out of greed. He said 
Kelly’s conduct included writing checks in 
the name of his children and the name of his 
friend’s children to hide cash payments he 
was making to a bookie. 

Kelly’s lawyer, Michael Monico, said in 
the years in question, Kelly had only failed 
to pay less than 10 percent of the taxes he 
owed. He said this case and publicity in the 
Blagojevich case had caused Kelly and his 


family great pain. 

“It’s been a terrible, terrible burden, and 
he’s already been punished,” Monico said. 

There was no mention in court of any 
negotiating Kelly may have been doing 
to cooperate in the Blagojevich investiga- 
tion. 

Kelly’s second case is expected to go to 
trial in September. Kelly is charged with 
taking part in a kickback scheme to rip off 
United and American Airlines at O’Hare 
through a roofing company he owned. 

Bucklo allowed Kelly to surrender for his 
sentence on Nov 2. 

Neither Kelly nor his lawyers would 
comment as they left court Monday Kelly 
walked stone-faced up Dearborn Street as 
reporters shouted questions about whether 
Kelly would cooperate with prosecutors and 
testify against the former governor. 
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United to lay off 600 

United Airlines said Monday that 
it plans to cut 600 additional 
flight attendant jobs, effective 
Aug. 31, as the carrier struggles 
with lower-than-anticipated 
attrition and a steep drop in 
air travel. The move means 
Chicago-based United will pare 
2,150 jobs from its workforce of 
13,500 flight attendants this fall, 
a 16 percent reduction. 

Olympic details 
delayed 

Though Mayor Daley triggered 
furious reactions last week 
when he said the city would take 
full financial responsibility for 
hosting a 2016 Summer Games, 
Chicagoans may have to wait 
up to two months for more 
detailed information on the city’s 
revised guarantee plan. The bid 
team estimates it will take the 
augmented plan to the council in 
45 to 60 days. 

Record award for 
wrongful conviction 

A federal jury awarded 
$21 million to a man who spent 
more than a decade in prison 
after being wrongfully convicted 
of murder. The compensatory 
damages, determined on June 
19, are the largest awarded in 
Chicago history, officials said. On 
Monday, the same jury awarded 
another $15,000 in punitive 
damages to Juan Johnson, 39, 
who spent 11/2 years in prison 
for the 1989 murder of Ricardo 
Fernandez. 

Many tips on toddler 

FBI officials say they’ve received 
nearly a hundred calls on a tip 
line established to help find a 
missing 2-year-old Portage, Ind., 
girl. The FBI set up the hot line 
on June 16 after they became 
involved with the case of Jada 
Justice, who disappeared that 
day when a baby-sitter left 
her in a car outside a Gary 
convenience store. 

Hey, you’re naked! 

A Buffalo Grove man and his 
two female guests got away 
with only a warning over the 
weekend when they frolicked 
naked in a pool while in view of 
a next-door neighbor, police said 
Monday. A woman called police 
Saturday when she caught 
a glimpse of her 20-year-old 
neighbor in his pool with two 
women, ages 20 and 21, all three 
in the buff.

Will tax hike opponents 
back Gov. Quinn’s plan? 


Gov Quinn said Monday some lawmakers who 
last month opposed his proposal for a temporary 
50 percent income tax increase now are getting 
ready to support the hike because it is necessary in 
the current recession. 

“I don’t want to get into names, but a number of 
legislators, who I think did not vote for it the first 
time are willing to say, ‘Well, under the circumstanc- 
es, we have no other option. We have to do this,’ ” 
Quinn said. 

That doesn’t mean the rookie governor and his 
supporters have the three-fifths votes in each cham- 
ber to pass his plan, however. 

Preparing to bring lawmakers into special session 
Tuesday, Quinn said he would not throw Illinois’ 
most vulnerable citizens to the side of the road 
when they need vital state support on July i, the day 


a new fiscal year begins. 

Quinn has refused to embrace the spending plan 
lawmakers sent him last month, which only funds 
state government for part of the year. He has threat- 
ened to make drastic cuts to social service agencies 
on July I unless he gets his tax increase. But Quinn 
would not give clear-cut answers during appear- 
ances in Chicago and Springfield when pressed on 
whether he would make good on his threats. 

Quinn wants to reduce what could be a $9 billion 
deficit with a temporary hike that would increase 
the income tax for an individual to 4.5 percent 
instead of the current level of 3 percent. 

“I think we want to keep working and working 
until it’s the right time to take a vote, whether it’s 
this Wednesday, certainly by the end of this month, 
we’ve got to have a vote,” Quinn said. 


CNN asks court for access to Blago documents 


Lawyers for CNN have filed a motion in federal court 
seeking access to sealed documents and wiretaps in 
the case against former Gov Rod Blagojevich, citing 
the First Amendment of the U.S. Constitution. 

The move comes in the wake of a Tribune 
motion to unseal some material in the case related 
to Blagojevich co-defendant William Cellini. Both 
motions are expected to be heard this week by U.S. 
District Judge James Zagel. 

The motion calls the case “perhaps the single big- 
gest political corruption scandal in Illinois’ history” 
and says people have a right to material under seal. 


“The proceedings, regardless of whether the 
defendants are convicted or acquitted, have broad 
implications for the State of Illinois and its people, 
as they call into [question] the activities of its gover- 
nor and the integrity of the appointment of a sitting 
U.S. senator,” the motion states. 

Blagojevich was indicted in April and accused 
in a sweeping conspiracy that allegedly traded the 
powers of his office for campaign cash. The for- 
mer governor also has been accused of trying to 
sell an appointment to the Senate seat vacated by 
President Obama last fall.

Obama 
signs bill 
targeting 
smoking 

□ WASHINGTON President Obama cited liis own 
long struggle to quit the cigarettes he took up 
as a teenager as he signed the nation’s strongest- 
ever anti-smoking bill Monday and praised it for 
providing critically needed protections for future 
generations. 

“The decades-long effort to protect our children 
from the harmful effects of smoking has finally 
emerged victorious,” Obama said during the sun- 
splashed Rose Garden signing ceremony 
The bill marks the latest legislative victory for 
Obama’s first five months. The president has fre- 
quently spoken, in the White House and on the 
campaign trail, of his own struggles to quit smok- 
ing. He did so again during the ceremony, bring- 
ing it up while criticizing the tobacco industry for 
marketing its products to young people. 

“I know— I was one of these teenagers,” Obama 
said. “I know how difficult it is to break this 
habit.” 

The Family Smoking Prevention and Tobacco 
Control Act allows the FDA to lower the amount 
of nicotine in tobacco products, ban candy flavor- 
ings that appeal to kids and block misleading labels 
such “low tar” and “light.” Tobacco companies also 
will be required to cover their cartons with large 
graphic warnings. 

The law won’t let the FDA ban nicotine or 
tobacco outright, but the agency will be able to 
regulate what goes into tobacco products, make 
public the ingredients and prohibit marketing 
campaigns geared toward children.

They dress as hot dogs, witches and pimps. They burst into 
spontaneous group song (“Part of 'Vbur World,” from “The Little 
Mermaid,” for example).

‘American Idol” auditions were back in Chicago on Monday, 
drawing more than 12,000 people who lined up in the United 

Center parking lot for 
their chance at fame. 

Sarah Adams, who 
had been waiting at the 
front of the audition 
line since 9:30 p.m. 
Sunday when RedEye 
caught up with her at 
6 a.m. Monday, said she 
endured rain, incessant 
guitar playing and, per- 
haps worst of all, “the 
crazy tie-dye hippie 
stomping her feet like 
a gorilla.” 

“She already thinks 
she’s the ‘Idol,’” said 
Adams, 21, of South 
Holland. 

But Adams had high hopes for her own “Idol” glory “I’ve dealt 
with a lot of things, so when I sing for people, I can maybe tell 
a story,” Adams said. 

Those who made the cut Monday will audition before execu- 
tive producers later in the summer, and the lucky survivors of 
those cuts will return to Chicago in August to sing for Simon 
Cowell, Paula Abdul, Randy Jackson and Kara DioGuardi. 

Chicago’s auditions drew the biggest crowd so far this sum- 
mer, supervising producer Patrick Lynn told RedEye. Boston 
and Atlanta each saw just over 9,000 people audition earlier this 
month, he said. The audition road show heads next to Dallas, 
L.A., Denver and Orlando. 

Among the Chicago auditioners to make the first cut was 
Jamar Rogers of Milwaukee, best known for being best friends

with Season 8’s third-place finisher, Danny Gokey Rogers made 
it to the Top 54 last season, and he feels Season 9 is his time to 
go all the way 

“I’m gonna win,” said Rogers, 27, who sang Otis Redding’s 
“Dock of the Bay” at his audition. “That’s not even coming from 
a cocky place.” 

Rogers said he’s happy for Gohe/s success. 

“I’m not mad at him,” Rogers said as he took a drag of a ciga- 
rette after his audition (he says he’s going to quit). “I just want 
to be where he’s at.” 

Most who auditioned did not make it through the first round. 

Tiffany Huber, 23, who said she was “extremely devastated,” 
tearfully recounted how her rendition of “Black and Gold” fell 
on deaf ears. She said she spent $1,500 to travel from St. Louis 
to the Windy City, and that producers seemed more interested 


in finding goofy characters than talented singers. 

“I wish there was some way to talk to someone else and sing 
for someone else,” Huber said. “It’s not fair.” 

Bringing up the end of the line was West Lawn resident 
Stephen Euhri— decked out in a blond wig, floppy pink hat, 
pink Superman cape, white boa and black high heels— who has 
auditioned for “Idol” every year for the past five years. Euhri is 
35, older than the 16-28 age range permitted on “Idol.” 

“I’m hoping that they’ll open their eyes and see real talent,” 
said Euhri, who planned to sing a song he’d written entitled, 
“Never Too Old to Dream.” 

And if “Idol” doesn’t let him through this year? 

“I’m going to try to go pro,” Euhri said, adding that his vocal 
range spans three octaves. “I’ve had enough experience here 
with American Idol.’ ”

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GUILTY 

R&B singer avoids jail time, gets probation

LOS ANGELES Chris Brown pleaded 
guilty Monday to one count of felony 
assault on pop star Rihanna. 

Brown entered his plea before a pre- 
liminary hearing was scheduled to start 
in L. A. Monday Rihanna had been on 
standby to testify 

After Brown left the courtroom, 
Rihanna entered and was addressed 


by Los Angeles Superior Court Judge 
Patricia Schnegg, who explained to 
the Barbados-born singer that she had 
issued a stay-away order. 

Rihanna had not been seeking a stay- 
away order, but the judge imposed one. 
The order requires that Brown and 
Rihanna stay at least 50 yards from each 
other, except at industry events, when 
the distance is reduced to 10 yards.

The judge also told Rihanna it’s not 
a one-way order and she will be in vio- 
lation if she gets closer to Brown than 
the order allows. 

Rihanna was informed of the deal 
about an hour before she could have 
been called as a witness, said her attor- 
ney Donald Etra. He said the singer “did 
not object” to the terms of the deal. 

Brown’s lawyer, Mark Geragos, said 
the plea deal includes five years of 
supervised probation and six months 
of community service. Brown faces 
sentencing on Aug. 5. 

Schnegg accepted Brown’s plea, 
but expressed some concerns because 
Brown is not a California resident. 
She said Brown likely will be allowed 
to do his community service in his 
home state of Virginia. He’ll have to 
return to California for updates every 
three months. He’ll also be required to 
attend domestic violence classes. 

Brown spoke softly throughout the 
hearing as he waived his rights and told 
the judge he understood the gravity of 
his plea. 

“I think it’s commendable you 
took responsibility for your conduct,”

Schnegg told Brown. 

She said she hoped “the terms and 
conditions of your probation will have 
some meaning.” 

The deal provides an end to a case 
that sparked intense media interest 
and severe backlash against Brown. 
Sponsors and radio stations dropped 
him, and the singer had to cancel sev- 
eral high-profile appearances, includ- 
ing a performance at the Grammys. 

The singer once known for his 
squeaky-clean image now has a sub- 
stantial blemish on his record. He must 
now also remain out of trouble for the 
foreseeable future. Lawyers for Brown 
and Rihanna have refused to discuss 
the status of the pair’s relationship.
